Kditorially The Times remarks to-day ' 

Two letters from authoritative corre- 
spondents to-day reflect the deep interest 
of the public in the question of financing 
the war. One of them, with a long and 
extensive experience as an employer of 
labour, suggests that there should be a 
drastic limitation of profits as a pre- 
liminary to and as a justification for the 
prevention of another form of profiteer- 
ing—namely, an indiscriminate and un- 
discriminating rise in wage rates. The 
other, who has gained a high reputation 
as a man of science and an economist, sug- 
gests an essential corollary to these pro- 
posals—namely, that the real income of 
the individual should be adjusted to the 
scale of his inescapable liabilities by a 
system of allowances from the basic rate 
of direct taxation. 

It should be observed that “ interest ”’ 
correctly describes the attitude of these 
letters and indeed, of all the many others 


which are reaching The Times. There is 
no resentment at the high rates of 


taxation and the high degree of economic 
contro] which are recognised as essential, 
and there is no anxiety lest the task of 
paying for the war cannot be discharged. 
Indeed, the only form of anxiety por- 
trayed comes from the apparent tendency 
in some quarters to suppose that the 
economic and financial difficulties in 
which we can involve, and are undoubtedly 
involving, the enemy are by -them- 
selves sufficient to win the war. 
That is an _ illusion. Positive. and 
drastic steps are needed to organise 
our own economic and financial 
effort. It must not be thought that while 
the blockade is imposing great difficulties 
upon Germany—difficulties in the con- 
struction of which the Nazi régime is a 
most able and efficient collaborator—we 
can carry on as usual, and even better 
than usual.

ADVOCATED AT. DUBLIN 
MEETING 


A meeting to discuss Federal Union was 
held in the Shelbourne Hotel, Dublin, on 
Friday -night and opened with a short speech 
by the Chairman, Major T. W. Kirkwood, 
who outlmed the —e of the movement, 
and called upon Mr. H. C. Johnston to give a 
more detailed account. 

Mr Johnston said that he believed that 
Federal Union provided a basis for world 
peace. Federal Union was a proposal that 
the democratic countries of the world, the 
U.S.A., Great Britain and the ColonieS 
Switzerland, France, the Low Countries and 
Scandinavia. should federate on the lines of 
the American States: or the Swiss cantons, 
with a common citizenship, foreign policy, 
and defence force, free from iattenel cus- 
toms, with a single currency and uniform 
posts and communications. This would form 
a bloc so strong that none would dare to ai- 
tack it, and the energy at present expended 
on armaments could go towards the problems 
of unemployment, slums, and verty in 
general There was no impassable obstacle. 
Only once in the last hundred years had na 
two of these nations been at war with eac 
other; and already three-quarters of their 
trade was among themselves. 

The meeting was then thrown o to a 
general discussion, a large number of speakers 
availing themselves of the opportunity to ack 
uestions and contribute their own views. 

he general trend of opinion seemed to favour 
the movement in theory, while making 
reservations as to its practice. Mr. L. 
Mallalieu criticised those who called any new 
idea impractical, and Mr. W. Horsbrugh 
Porter gave a detailed answer to some of 
the questions that had been asked. Others 
who spoke were: Sir John Keane, Mr. A. 
Creighton, and Mr. Robert McNeile. Major 
W. Kirkwood was in the chair.
